An estimated 1,000 athletes, includ- 
ing 32 from Kendall Demonstration 
Elementary School, will participate in 
the 23rd Annual District of Columbia 
Special Olympics Summer Games, 
which will be held at Gallaudet on 
Thursday, May 16, through Saturday, 
May 18. — 

For almost two decades, the 
University has hosted the event for 
athletes ages 8 to adult with varying 
degrees of mental retardation. Par- 
ticipants are members of 32 public 
and private agencies that make up the 
D.C. Special Olympics Organizational 
Member Council. 

Athletes participate in gymnastics, 
softball, volleyball, aquatics, and 
track and field events. The activities 
will start on Thursday morning with 
a special invitational softball tourna- 
ment for Special Olympics teams 


“from Pennsylvania, Delaware, and 


New Jersey. In the afternoon, a pic- 
nic, followed by a victory dance in 
Hughes Gym, will be held for the 
special olympians. 

The official ceremony to kick off 
the city’s 1991 Special Olympics will 
be at noon Friday at the U.S. Capitol, 
followed by a 26-mile torch relay 
run. 

More than 2,000 runners from vari- 
ous law enforcement agencies, in- 
cluding Gallaudet’s Department of 
Safety and Security, will carry the 
torch through the city’s wards before 
arriving at Hotchkiss Field at approxi-

Criteria to determine sign levels set 


This is the second article in a ser- 
ies submitted to On the Green by the 
Personnel Office about the Sign Com- 
munication Proficiency Interview 
(SCPI) program. The topic of this ar- 
ticle is a description of the criteria 
being proposed by the SCPI Commit- 
tee to determine the required sign 
language level—Advanced, Inter- 
mediate, or Survival—for each staff 
position at Gallaudet. 


Positions requiring an Advanced 
level on the SCPI are generally of the 
nature that they require the employee 
to provide direct services or to inter- 
act extensively with members of the 
deaf community (for example, coun- 
selors, librarians, and employment 
specialists); provide institutional 
leadership (for example, administra- 
tors); supervise; respond to emergen- 
cy situations involving members of 
the deaf community (for example, 
police officers and nurses); represent 
the mission of the University (for ex- 
ample, Public Relations personnel); 
interpret or teach sign language; 
serve at the senior level in a job 
category (for example, senior word 
processing specialist or administrative 
secretary); or provide service to an 
academic or student support depart- 
ment (for example, academic depart- 
ment secretary). 

Positions requiring an Intermediate 
level will generally require the em- 
ployee to interact with or provide 
services to the deaf community as a 
secondary responsibility (for example, 
buyers, graphic artists, or payroll 
clerks); interact occasionally with the 
deaf community on a professional 
level (for example, research associ- 
ates); Of communicate on a technical 
level requiring specialized sign utter- 


ances (for example, programmers). 

Survival level skills will be required 
for positions requiring an employee 
to interact only casually with the deaf 
community (for example, custodians). 

Using this criteria, the SCPI Com- 
mittee has tentatively identified the 
required SCPI level for each staff po- 
sition. These recommendations will 
be included with the complete 
proposal and submitted to the Presi- 
dent’s Council this month. Once the 
proposal is approved by the council, 
the levels will be sent to deans, direc- 
tors, and budget unit heads for 
review and approval, and then shared 
with staff. 


Automated phone 
system tested 


Gallaudet has recently begun using 
on a trial basis a voice processing 
system that will accommodate TDD 
and voice callers. 

Voice processors have been on the 
market for a number of years and 
serve a variety of functions helpful to 
incoming callers. For example, the 
systems automatically answer calls 
and transfer them to the appropriate 
party, record announcements, and 
provide system users with “‘mailbox- 
es’”’ that store messages for round- 
the-clock access from a telephone 
anywhere by using a personal 
password. 

The VSC 3500 Voice Processing 
System by Microlog Corporation of 
Germantown, Md., will be tested on 
campus in two phases. 

Phase one consists of Automated 
Attendant, which greets callers and

transfers calls to the proper party; and 
TDD/Audio-text, which allows caller 
access to a variety of recorded mes- 
sages. These applications are being 
tested by the Admissions Office (under- 
graduate), Programs in Adult and Con- 
tinuing Education, Personnel’s 
Dial-A-Job, and Telecommunication 
Services. 

Phase two, which will probably be 
implemented in June, will add 
TDD/Voice Mail, which provides order- 
ly processing of TDD and voice mail 
messages; and Transaction Processing, 
which collects and stores information 
from outside callers. 

Whether this system, or one like it, 
becomes a permanent feature at Gal- 
laudet depends on the results of the 
test and feedback from users. The 
campus community is encouraged to 
try Out the system and give opinions 
on it.
